A TOUCHING LNOJDBNT. 

A Noble Mother Perishes With Her Children. 

Albuquerque (N. M.), Fob. 26.— Par- 
ticulars havo just reached bore of a cal- 
amity to a lady and two children at Hol- 
brook, Arizona.

Cart left, Carrizo, a place where alio was 
visiting, distant seven miles, about 5 
o'clock p. in., Kobruary 1 Ht.lt. On that 
day this section was visited by a regular 
desert sandstorm, and at the time she 
left Oarrizo it was blowing a hurricane.

No Evidence that the British Sealers arc 
Smugglers. 

Some time since the attention of the 
customs officials was called to tho suspicious 
movements of a number of British sealing 
schooners which wore hovering about in 
tho vicinity of Drake's May, making a 
landing occasionally, and then at once 
putting to sea. Among the number was 
the schooner Mary Ellen, which cleared 
from Victoria, 15. (_!., for a voyage; to the 
North l'acitic ocean, but very shortly after 
put into this port in distress. When ex- 
amined by Inspector ,). II. Blethon idl 
that could bo found amiss witli her was 
tho loss of one bolt from her rudder, a 
trilling matter, which could have been re- 
paired at sea. The captain did not want 
to enter his vessel at the custom-house, 
and us soon as the missing bolt was re- 
placed ho put to sea again, this t ime also 
ostensibly for the North Pacific. Hut be- 
fore getting much above Point Keyes site 
put back and returned to this port, thistime 
entering formally at tho custom-house. 
The peculiar mi vements of this schooner, 
coupled with the actions of those in 
Drake's bay, at first caused a suspicion 
among some of the customs officials that a 
smuggling scheme was afoot, but after in- 
vestigation this was found to be an error. 
Yesterday Collector linger stated that 
there appeared to be not a particle of evi- 
dence tending to prove that these vessels 
wore other than legitimate sealers, ami 
that, the story of their being smugglers 
merely grew out of the excited imagina- 
tion of somo one wlto was a little over- 
zealous in the matter of protecting tlio 
nation's revenue.-- Han Francisco Call. 



FIVE WAR VESSELS. 

Flvo War Vessels Dispatched to the North Pa- 
cific station.. 

Ciiicaoo, March 6. —Tho Timet Ottawa 
special says t he people of Brit ish Columbia 
are becoming alarmed at the unprotected 
condition of that coast,, in view of which 
the legislal ure of that province has passed 
a resolution calling the attention of the 
Dominion government, to the fact, and 
urging that immediate steps be taken to 
give them better security in the event of 
England being driven into war with any 
other power, News has also been received 
here that the British government has dis- 
patched live additional war vessels to tho 
North Pacific station, including tho Peli- 
can, Wild Swan, Triumph and two gun- 
boats. This is being done for the protection 
of the new drydock and the naval stores 
at Esquimalt, 

THE FISHERIES QUESTION. . 

Importance of a Firm stand by Congress, 

Nbw Vokk, Feb. 25. The Tribmt 
says: In our cable letter this morning at- 
tention is called to the feeling in official 
circles in England in regard to the Cana- 
dian Gshoriea question. Little or no sym- 
pathy is felt here for tlio wild perform- 
ances of the Dominion authorities. 
Public opinion in tho United States is 
what Lord Salisbury's government will 
heed- -that is, if it is finifly expressed. In 
the liglit of these facts the action of con- 
gross within tho next fyw days is of great 
importance. 



Kmpcror William on the Seplennate. 

Berlin, March 7. — The Emperor Wil- 
I liam yesterday received Kerr Wedel Pio- 
| dorll', president of the Reichstag. In a 
conversation which took place the emperor 
said he was reluctantly compelled to dis- 
solve the Reichstag. Despitobia explana- 
tion to tho Reichstag of the superiority of 
tho Germans' neighbors over hor in mili- 
tary matters, the opposition majority re- 
fused to stnetion the military bill to tho 
necessary extent, and the reasonable hope 
that the scptennate term would have boen 
adopted after the example given hor by 
Prance proved fallacious. It was more 
gratifying now to cherish tho hopo that a 
large majority in the now Reichstag would 
accept the bill at the outset. Referring 
to tho. attitude of tho popo during tho 
elect ions, ho said he had already been con- 
vinced of the pacific disposition of hiB holi- 
ness and that it was on this account that 
Germany had asked him to, act as arbi- 
trator in a dispute with Spain about the 
Caroline Islands. In conclusion tho em- 
peror expressed the hope that all ecclesi- 
astical troubles between Prussia and the 
Vatican would soon bo peacefully and com- 
pletely settled. 

The Beptennute Kill. 

In the Reichstag to day the soptonnate 
bill formally passed its tirst reading. Bis- 
marck was present. 

The bill will be taken up for a second 
reading to-morrow and a debate will en- 
sue. II err Windhorst, tho leader of the 
clerical party, will then declare his inten- 
tion in relation to the Beptennate term. 
Other party leaders have announced that 
they will vote as they did when tho bill 
was defeated in the late Reichstag. 

Hi tilled to Surr< nilrr. 

Sofia, March 7. — The German consul 
at Rustehuck, whoso protection vas 
sought by Captain Boltman, one of tne 
lenders-elf the recent revoltaudwho claims 
to be a Russian subject, has boon request- 
ed by the Bulgarian authorities to surren- 
der the refugee and has refused on the 
ground that his government has not in- 
structed him to do so.

Two new cases of smallpox have de- 
veloped in Los Angeles.

Six new cases of cholera and four deaths 
from the disease have been reported at 
Catania, Sicily, within twenty-four hours. 

Much anxiety is felt at Berlin whether 
or not Russia will allow tho execution of 
the Bulgarian conspirators to pass un- 
1 lot iced. 

Nine officers and civilians, concerned in 
the recent revolt, were shot at Rustchuk 
yesterday morning. Tho soldiers will be 
tried to-day. 

The erection of wooden huts for troops 
ill Galicia' is proceeding rapidly, forts are 
being armed, and ammunition and pro- 
visions are being stored. 

Such universal snow blockades have 
taken place on tho Now Brunswick rail- 
roads during the past throe weeks as have 
not, been known for two years. 

General Miles has received a telegram 
at Los Angeles from Captain Lawton say- 
ing his troops were encamped near 
Nogalos but anticipated nu trouble. 

The San Francisco .Examiner has passed 
into tho hands of William R. Hearst, son 
of its former proprietor, Senator Hearst, 
and has become his exclusive property. 

A dynamite cartridge was exploded in 
an iron foundry at Bessiges yesterday by 
somo miscreant. Tlio building was badly 
damaged. No arrests have boon made. 

A terrible snowstorm took place through 
Ontario and Quebec on Sunday. All 
trains wore blocked. American trains for 
Montreal arrived considerably behind 
time. 

Servia, as a precautionary measure, in 
view of tho trouble in Bulgaria, has sent 
troops to tho frontier. It is also reported 
that the Servian reserves havo boon culled 
out. 

Figaro of Paris says that on tho plea of 
ill-health Msgr. Pompollo do Lindro, of 
Madrid, has declined the papal secretary- 
ship made vacant, by tho death of Cardin- 
al Jacobini. 

In consequence of tho panic oausod by 
tho recent earthquakes at Nico hotol- 
kuttpors are selling out at a great sacri- 
lico. Many of the inhabitants are still 
camping out.

IRISH POLICE VOTE. 
Heavy CoBt of Evictions. 

London, March 3. — In the house of 
commons to-night, Dillon, commenting on 
the vote of £30,000 for tho Irish police, 
pointed out that this claim was in addi- 
tion to £'02,500 already voted for extra 
pay and traveling expenses. Tho greater 
portion of this money had been spent in 
an endeavor to suppress public meetings 
and carrying on the work of eviction. The 
government avoided indicating the Bums 
spent on evictions; but if tho English 
knew how their money was spent they 
would rise in rebellion against such a sys- 
tem. He was informed that the cost of 
the Woodford evictions amounted to 
£1300, while the total amount in dispute 
between landlord and tenants was only 
£25. No amount uf expenditure would 
over suppress the "plan of campaign" 
or public meetings. Ho warned tho 
government that the meetings would con- 
tinue, and ifjbloodshed should follow, the 
shame would be on the head of the 
government. (Hear, hear). He had been 
accused of not denouncing crimes in Ire- 
land. Ho had done better, he hud ap- 
pealed to the people to abstain from crime. 
It was the action of the government that 
led them to commit outrages. 

At a lato hour the vote asked for tho 
Irish police was agreed to, the vote stand- 
ng 246 to 121. 

A TERRIBLE TEMPER. 

Why a New Jersey Preaches Tried to Kill 
His Wife. 

Nkw York, March 2. — The wife of 
Rev. Churles W. Ward, rector of St. 
Paul's Episcopal church, at Englewood, 
N. J., who wus shot through the jaw by 
hor husband, who ulso shot himself in 
tho head, on February 22nd, at tho roo- 
tory in Englewood, wan removed to-day 
to the homo of his brother-in-law, Aaron 
J. Vanderpool, New York. She is now 
practically out of danger. 

Tho following authoritative statement 
in behalf of Mrs. Ward was made to day: 
"Now, that Mrs. Ward has been removed 
from Mr. Ward's houso, where no possi- 
ble harm can come to her through vio- 
lence from hor husband, it muat be truth- 
fully stated that Wurd wilfully shot his 
wife. It was the crowning net in a long 
period of brutal violence to hor. Mrs. 
Ward is a slight woman, weighing in the 
neighborhood of 100 pounds, while her 
husband woighs about 200 pounds. That 
man has treated that frail woman like a 
dog. There wus not tho slightest cause 
for tho shooting. Ho simply bocumo 
angry at her and shot her. It has boon 
stated that Wurd has been subject to fibs 
of insanity. All the tits of insanity ho 
was uHlioted with was an ungovernable 
temper. "

GENERAL B0U LANCEH. 

At the very moment, the need of a 
French Bismarck is more apparent than 
at any time since 1870, the ever watchful 
citizens of tho republic have discovered 
him in Ernest Boulanger, the minister of 
war. Very quietlyforsix years hnsthisboru 
soldier been doing his work. Ministries 
have come and gone almost as rapidly as 
tho seasons, but no matter whether Foray, 
Do Freycinet, Gambetta or Goblet was 
premier, Boulanger was kept at his post. 
He is scarcely fifty years of age, but has 
the bearing and appearance of a much 
older man. As a dashing young cavalry 
officer lie distinguished himself in several 
battle-fields in Algeria and Italy, and he 
was one of thu light-hearted, hopeful 
captains who accompanied Napoleon III 
on the celebrated march "a Berlin." Like 
his imperial master, he was in complete 
ignorance of the condition of a Hairs; like 
his imperial master, he regarded the 
French army as utterly invincible, and 
able to march to Berlin without encoun- 
tering anything worthy the name of oppo- 
sition. Ho was at Sedan when the death- 
blow was struck to French imperialism, 
and he stood with folded arms and clench- 
ed' teeth, a witnessof the never-to-be-for- 
gotten interview between the man who 
had been his emperor and tho man he 
seems to have made up his mind to imitate. 
Ho vowed to do his part in reorganizing 
the French army and making it what it 
might, have been had it possessed officers 
one-tenth as competent and brave as its 
rank and tile. Four years elapsed before 
the ambitious soldier became colonel. 
Then ho led tho expeditionary force 
to Tunis, and finally lie became 
what he always wanted to be — 
the French minister of war. He 
had all his plans arranged before he 
accepted the portfolio, and had mapped 
out his scheme with all the nicety of a 
typical Frenchman who was at once a 
dreamer and a soldier. He had plenty of 
material to work upon, but ho knew from 
practical experience that it was useless to 
think of doing anything indifferently well 
—he must reform tho army altogether. 
This he has done, or at any rate com- 
menced to do. His one lixed aim is to 
recover the lost provinces, and hence he 
compels every soldier to carry with him a 
map of France with the boundaries as 
they existed prior to 1870— that is, of 
course, with Alsace and Lorraine both in- 
cluded in it. Some people affected to 
laugh at this "pandering to sentimental- 
ity, as it Was called by adverse critics; 
but Boulanger knuw the class of men with 
whom he had to deal, and he also thor- 
oughly appreciated the disposition of the 
French soldier. By this and other similar 
means he litis laid the foundations of a dis- 
tinctly national war fever, which will 
break out and infect every soldier almost 
to madness the moment war is declared. 
But the war minister did not stop at this 
point. He proceeded to abolish paper 
battalions and to provide for every regi- 
ment being kept up to its nominal strength. 
Next he turned his attention to the drill, 
both of men and officers, and in a few 
months got rid of all that was loft 
of Imperial incompetency in the re- 
publican army. He has establish- 
ed throughout France schools for 
the practice of gymnastics and physical 
training, and l.e has distinct ly raised the 
standard of she untried victims of the 
conscription. He had ample opportunities 
during tho war which crushed his country 
to note the effect of stern discipline and 
machine-like drill on the pari of the Ger- 
man troops, and he has distinctly Prus- 
.sianized the French army. Nor is this all. 
Ho has reformed tho commissariat depart- 
ment from one end to tin.' other, and so 
remodeled tho other supply bureaus, that j 
a repetition of some of the outrages in the 
last war will be impossible. Then whole 
divisions wore rondured useless, owing to j 
thu paper soles to the contract boots com- | 
ing oil', and soldiers had to 6ghl well-fed 
troops on something very much worse 
than the school boy's bread and scraps; 
now, although thu army is t wice as largo, 
every man will be well clothed and fed, at 
any rate at the commencement of the 
campaign. Ho has improved the arma- | rn 
nient to such an extent that in point of 
cannon France is far ahead of Germany, 
and he has also introduced, and is still 
introducing, improved patterns of rifles. 
Boulanger is more than twenty years the 
junior of the man he has set himself to 
imitate, if not emulate; he has scarcely 
had as many months of dffice as tho iron 
chancellor has had years. Bui he has 
done mere than any man in his . country 
to introduce those principles which have 
made his hated antagonist great arid his 
emperor greater, and there is none to 
compote with him for the honor of being 
tho Bismarck of France.

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HENRY WARD UEECHER. 
Brooklyn'! Great Orator Passing Slowly Away. 

New York, March 7. — It waa n w,eary 
night that tho iflembars <>f thu Boechbr 
household pasaud last night. Ona by 0110 
tlioy would silently go in and out or tho 
doath chamber Caking turns at tho drear; 
night vigil. Dr. Searle was at his post o£ 
duty without intermission until nearly ti 
o'clock, when ho retired to hia home. 
Mrs. Beecher hud kept watch over tho 
sick man most of the night fearing ho 
might pass away in her absence. Shu did, 
however, take a fow hours' rest on a 
couch in a room adjoining that where tho 
aufibror lay. A 5 o'clock when Dr. Soarle 
wont homo, this bulletin was issued: 
"Mr. Jieechor has boon gradually failing 
during the night. His death, however, is 
not anticipated at present." 

All Sunday and until midnight an 
olHcor on duty at tho door of the house 
was kept busy answering questions of 
friends and strangers. For hours people 
stood in tho damp weather looking at 
tho house, and it was not until the lights 
in tho windows wore lowered that the 
crowd was entirely dispersed. Even as 
late as 1 o'clock persons climbed up tho 
steps and tried to road tho last bulletin. 
Most of tho flowers that were sent to tho 
house camo from the members of his con- 
gregation. Major Pond was in the house 
most of tho day. He told the circum- 
stances connected with Boucher's daily 
occupation just previous to the attack 
with considerable feeling, it was that 
Boochor on Tuesday last told him how 
strong ho felt and how glad ho was that 
he would bo able to complete his book in 
timo for tho publishers, and what pleasure 
ho found in writing tho work. The com- 
ing September it was intended to give a 
giand celebration in honor of Beecher's 
fifty years' in the ministry and first half 
century of his married life, and fortieth 
year of his Plymouth Church ministry at 
Brooklyn. This morning from just before 
daylight there was collected a crowd of 
people on the sidewalk in front of Beech- 
er's residence eagerly scanning latest bul- 
letins.

New York, 10:30 a, m., March 7. —

dition and there are no reasons to believe 
that a fatal issue will occur to-day. 



PURELY SENSATIONAL. 

Story that the Czar has Visited Paris. 

Parts, Fob. 5. —It has just transpired 
that the czar has been visiting Paris. Ho 
came hero in tho last week of December 
and staid for several days; some say 
wooks. There is no doubt of it. Hi's 
cominj; was heralded by the arrival of 
Grand Duko Nicholas. This nobleman 
did not, as usual, go to a hotel. On the 
contrary, lie entered a bouse on the Rue 
Boetio, a most retired and inconspicuous 
place. Although he was only to stay live 
weeks, ho hired also the houses adjoining 
on both sides and cleared everyone out of 
them. Then thu czar came. Ho traveled 
in tho garb of a well-to-do Russian mer- 
chant and was nut recognized on tho 
journey. He had three companions. Ono 
was his most trusted aide-de-camp, who 
was also carefully disguised. Another 
was a Russian soldier, who had no idea of 
the czar's identity. The third was a largo 
Russian mas till or bljodnound. The ob- 
ject of h:3 com; ; !. re was to have a 
- personal interview with M. GreVy about 
Bulgaria and tho general situation in 
Europe. What tho result of their con- 
ference was, is, of course, unknown. 
Rumor at tho Elysoo has it, however, that 
the czar agreed, in case of a Franco- 
German war, to remain neutral only so 
long as France was getting the better of 
it. If Germany began a victorious march 
toward Paris again, all tho military force 
, of Russia >vould conxd swooping down on 
tho German frontier. 

How was the czar's presence discovered/ 
Two English officers, who had been at St. 
Petersburg and who live opposite tho 
house ho lived in hero, recognized him. 
They sot watch upon him and their sus- 
picions finally were confirmed., — Adolf 
ffoiissaye, in (JJikago Tribune. 



THE ITALIAN EARTHQUAKE. 

A Church Destroyed and Monti! Carlo Spared. 

London, March 1. —Last year there 
was a railway 'accident at .Monte Carlo. 
This was pointed but to be a special judg- 
ment aguinst gambling. . It is somewhat 
against this special judgment doctrine 
that Monte Carlo seems to have been 
almost the only place on the Riviera 
which was not in jured by the earthquake, 
while in one place where the people 
flocked into a church the roof fell on 
them. The immunity from danger at 
Mouto Carlo seems to have arisen from 
the place being built upon a rock. There 
is tho same formation at. Villa Franc-he 
and this entirely escaped, not a teacup 
being broken. Visitors to the Rivjora 
consist of either of pleasueu or health- 
seekers, and more abjoci cowards than 
i they have proved themselves were never 
collected together. Many, 1 see, refused 
to return ti i their hotels anil sent their 
servants to gut their raiments from their 
rooms. Whyishould they have supposed 
that servants lives were less valuable I ban 
their own ? The only man among them 
scorns to have been the Prince of Wales, 
who, being in his bed, remained in it. 
They were all as ignorant as they were 
cowardly, for they all hurried to the .sea- 
side. If, however, there had been an- 
other earthquake of really serious char- 
acter, a great wave would have washed 
them away. 

Tho theory of earthquakes now is that 
occasionally the weight of the water of 
tho sea breaks tho crust that surrounds 
our globe, and in rushes the water, winch 
is converted into steam and produces 
throes in its effort to force its way out.

The snow is not entirely gone, but has 
been swept off tho principal ranges and 
gives tho eat tie a chance to got at the 
ground, but alas! the ranges are very 
| destitute of feed, no new grass having 
grown yet ibis season, and between now 
and 1st of April large numbers of cattle 
will die. The loss already, has been heavy, 
not so much from starvation as from the 
excessive cold which seemed to paralyze 
the cattle and they would lay down and die, 
some of t hem being lit for beef. Some 
people think that fully fifty per cent, of 
the cattle of Nicola will die from the 
elfocts of this winter, but 1 think thirty 
live per coot, is nearer the mark. How- 
ever no person will ever know the exact 
amount that will die. There is one thing 
however that is sure, and that is that the 
mortality amongst cattle will be large. 
The weather at present is very line and 
the snow will be all gone in the course of 
another week and Spring may be expected 
to set riglll in. 

A dark cloud has been cast'ovor Nicola 
Lake by the death of Edio, three-year- 
old daughter of Mr. W. Riley, who died 
on the 17th nil. of brain fever, after an 
illness of about two wuuks. Etlie was 
universally liked, and all that sym- 
pathizing friends ean do is being done to 
console the bereaved fat her and mother. 
The funeral was one of the largest ever 
seen at Nicola Lake, the church at that 
place being literally packed with those 
who camo to [iay their respects to t he 
dead. 

The Rev, D. Eraser, of Victoria, 
passed through Nicola two weeks ago. 
He favored the people of Nicola with a 
stirring temperance address, full of candid 
trut lis and potent facts. We would very 
much like lo seo some prohibitory measure 
put in force in Nicola towards restricting 
the sale of liquor, as the ease with which 
intoxicating liquors can be obtained is un- 
doubtedly increasing their demand. 

A meeting will be held at Nicola Lake 
on the 4th inst, to organizes Blue Ribbon 
club, and al a later day a similar organiza- 
tion shall bo formed at Lower Nicola for 
I he same purpi ise. 

We h arn that Mr. Bert Parsons will be 
married to Miss Ramsay on the 9th inst. 
at Nicola Lake. Wo wish them much joy. 

The late thaw has furnished sufficient 
water to run I he Nicola Milling Co. 's grist 
mill, and we learn it is under the charge 
of a first-class miller.

They 
experienced some difficulty bringing it in 
from Spenco's Bridge, and had the inis- 
fortuno to brea k one of the axles of the 
steam engine.

Miss Marble, the victim of tho second 
robbery which occurred at Granite City, 
obtained restitution of the stolen property, 
§300.00 in gold dust, and doclinod to lay 
an information against the guilty party, 
who soon after left for parts unknown. 

George Body, a ^ell-known prospector 
and minor, bettor known as "Poker 
George," who was brought from Princeton 
to Granite City with a foot and hand 
badly frozen, crossed tho groat divide on 
the 2nd inst., and was buried tbe following 
day. A large concourse followed tho ro- 
mains to the grave. 

Tho late cold snap put a stop to mining 
on tho benches of Granite Crook, but 
operations will be renewed now that 
milder weather has sot in. Tho Mainland 
Co. renewed drifting on tho J 9th February. 
The ground pays throe ounces to tho sot. 

Tho greatest cold recorded by tho ther- 
mometer at Uranito was 30 3 below zero. 
Tho Granite city court house is supposed 
to have boon dynamited by somu one to 
show his disapproval of the mining re- 
corders absence from his duties. 

A Chinese woman of evil repute died 
some time since at Granite city. Hor 
friends took immediate stops to adminis- 
ter her estate, ami proceeded to infllo off 
a young Moiiglian female, possessed of 
considerable personal attractions, named 
Awh Clio, who had been an imniito of tho 
deceased's establishment, for tho sum of 
§500. Tho tickets, at §10 each, wore 
eagerly purchased by whites and Chinese. 
In the meantime a claimant to tho posses- 
sion of the female unexpectedly appeared 
on the scene in the person of the dead 
woman's husband, and the looked for 
event will not take place. 

Tho mail-carrier from Hope reports 
having mot on a previous trip u young 
man named Fisher who had lost his way 
on the mountain, and would have per- 
ished but for timely assistance rendered, 
having taken four days to make nine 
miles, must have since met his fate by 
probably falling over the Skagit bluff, a 
very dangerous locality on the Hope trail. 
Tho unfortunate man apparently reached 
the Cedar Flat house in safety, but on 
resuming his journey next morning again 
lost the trail, No tracks could be seen 
indicating the direction lie had taken, the 
drifting snow having obliterated all foot- 
marks. The person in charge of the next 
house did not seo him, and the bitter 
snowstorm which raged with unprece- 
dented severity precluded the possibility 
of his being alive in the absence of proper 
sholter. 

Snow on the Hope mountain lies to a 
depth on .some places of 20 feet. Hares, 
martin and other fur-bearing animals were 
never so plentiful. Deer on the western 
slope of the mountain and in the Siinilka- 
meen Valley are so numerous that they 
are being shot- to feed hogs.

A deliberate murder was coin mitt ed 
about the middle of January at Eettle. 
River. \V. .Jones, a former resident in 
the Okan&gan Valley, had some difficulty 
with one of his parents, who soon after 
went out to attend to some duty. On his 
return Jones mot him at the door and 
shot him dead with a Winchester rifle. 
The murderer then started for Fort Ool- 
ville, but returned homo after having gone 
a part of the way. A warrant was issued 
by Mr. Hayues, J. P., for his arrest, 
which has not as yet been affected al- 
l hough be has not made no effort to escape. 



MAINLAND NEWS. 

(Vancouver News.) 

On Friday night, about 9, 30 p.m. , OS a 
special freight train from Kamloops was 
entering the yard at Port Moody, six ears 
jumped the track. David Quackonbush, 
a brakeiuan, was on top of one of the 
ears, and, when the accident occurred, was 
thrown to tho track and crushed beneath 
tho wheels. i loath was instantaneous. 
The remains are now at Port Moody, 
awaiting burial. 

With the arrivals iu port of the barks 
Shannon and Columbus, in a day or two, 
tho Inlet, will present quite a busy appear- 
ance, as there will be then seven vessels 
loading and waiting to load lumber at the 
Hastings and Moodyville wharves. The 
live vessels at present in the harbor are 
the Dilbhur, St. Lawrence, Alice Muir, 
VV. A: Campbell and the Don Nicholas, 
which will curry away about -1,000,000 
feet of lumber to foreign ports, 

A gentleman who arrived from the 
interior a day or two ago informed our 
reporter that the cattle losses have been 
more severe than was generally supposed. 
In his own particular neighborhood some 
rangers have lost 7o per cent of their 
herds, but tho average will not reach more 
than 40 per cent. The smaller owners 
have not suffered very severely. The 
cattle as a rule arc in poor condition and 
not fit for marketing. 

The landslide between Port. Moody and 
Kamloops is preventing cattle coming 
through, and making meat very scarce. 
Yesterday afternoon all the meat in tho 
butcher's stores was sold out. 

A few Chinese who lied to the woods 
on Thursday week last returned to town 
yesterday. Some also camo back from 
New West minst er. Several of tho Celes- 
tials are expected to leave on tho steamer 
to-day for Victoria. 

(In Friday afternoon Judge Vowell 
swore in -'.'! members of the Vancouver 
lire brigade to act as special tiro con- 
stables. 

About one hundred of our citizens have 
been sworn iii as special constables to act 
in case of emergency. This is a guaran- 
tee that no more lawlessness will bo toler- 
ated. 

One of the Victoria specials was sus- 
pended last night for refusing to obey 
orders. 

Capt. Mitchcl, of the British hark St. 
Lawrence, now in port, on making his 
lirst sea voyage, visited the Inlet 18 years 
ago. At that time both the Hastings and 
Moodyville mills wore worked by water- 
power, and tho vessel in which ho arrived 
brought on board machinery for tho latter 
mill. With the exception of the space 
covered by tho mill buildings and a fow 
houses adjoining, both sides of the Inlot 
were ono dense mass of forest trees, 
During his stay in port the vessel's crow 
depended entirely for their food upon 
door, elk and game brought in by tho 
Indians from .the neighborhood. Elk 
could be taken in abundance and were as 
plentiful aH deer are now,

THAT INGENIOUS SMUGGLER. 

On Thursday morning, says tho Soattle 
Post-Intellgencer, a young-looking man 
arrived from Victoria on the Starr, appar- 
ently about 24 years of ago, and inquired 
of customs officer .Joseph Anderson about 
a chest that he hold a check for, and from 
his demeanour the officer suspected that 
Bomethfeig was wrong. Ho requested him 
to give a description of the chest ho 
owned. He said it contained carpenters' 
tools and his description tallied with tho 
suspicious chest that camo over on Thurs- 
day from Victoria and was seized in 
Seattle by chief inspector E. A. Gardner. 
Collector Brooks had just arrived from 
Portland and learning the nature of tho 
caso, at once ordered the man arrested. 
Customs officer Anderson immediately 
complied with tho order and landed his 
man behind tho bars under tho tender 
mercies of deputy United States marshal 
J. G. Clinger. Tho accused refused to 
give his name when brought up before 
Judge Swan for trial, and will be detained 
until the evidence of purser Sailior of the 
North Pacific can bo obtained, when he 
will ho brought to Seattle and turned 
over to marshal Hamilton. 

Tho accused is described as a smooth- 
faced man apparently about 25 years old, 
with a sallow complexion and an ugly 
scar from the bridge of his nose to the 
middle of his left cheek. On his person 
was found a key of peculiar make that 
easily opened the chest seized in Seattle, 
containing forty-two pounds pf opium, on 
last Thursday, and also u duplicate check 
of the one on the chest. 



ENGLISH POLITICS. 
Chamberlain Hlaiuls as Firm as a Rock. 

Nkw Yokk, Feb. 27. -0. W. Smalley's 
cable special to the Tribune from London 
of February 2lith says: — While the situa- 
tion on the continent steadily improves, 
tho political prospects in England show 
no sign of amelioration. Chamberlain's 
latest letter is important and amounts to 
a manifesto, if not an ultimatum, on the 
points at issue, before tho round-table 
conference. Both Bright and Chamber- 
lain have been reproached by their non- 
conformist supporters for refusing, last 
week, to vote to bring on the Welsh 
disestablishment question. Bright'a reply 
is briefly that the question will keep. 
Chamberlain sends a long and strong 
letter to tho Baptist, declaring that Welsh 
disestablishment can have no chance 
while Gladstone and the majority of the 
liberal party persist in their present policy 
of homo I tile. The tone of this letter is 
more uncompromising than anything 
Chamberlain has published since the 
liberal party broke in two on this lattei 
question. The party, he declares, will 
remain shuttered and impotent, unless 
disruption of the empire ceases to be a 
plank in the liberal platform. He round- 
ly accuses 3,000,000 Irishmen of disloyalty 
and sternly insists that Gladstone's scheme 
of home rule, which the country has re- 
jected, must be set aside and soino alter- 
native found on which tho liberals and 
liberal-unionists can agree. This tone 
naturally angers the majority of the 
liberals, from whom the minority have 
severed themselves, and compromise and 
reunion seem further oil' than ever. 

The process of reconciliation by din- 
ners between Gladstone and Chamberlain 
still continues. They have been recoil 
oiled twice this week already, and will he 
reconciled again to-night at Lady Hay- 
ter's, where both are to dine, and all 
London is invited to Grosvenor square 
after dinner to witness the spectacle of 
Che two liberal heads falling on each 
other's nocks. Seriously wo repeat that 
Gladstone and Chamberlain are, and have 
been on good terms, personally, though 
their political estrangement seems as wide 
as ever.
